This submission of a clean v^ion of aU of 
the pending claims will be construed as di- 
recting the cancellation of all previous ver- 
sions of any pending claims. No marked-up 
version will be required to accompany the 
clean v^ion where no changes oth^ than the 
consolidation are being made.

The new practice requires ^pli-
